So great is the vogue for the 
use of trading stamps that a 
conference has been called in 
New York State to look into the 
effects of this new device-in the 
market place. The discussion has” 
been requested by Dr. Persia 
Campbell, conhumer counsel to 
Governor Harriman. 


A wide variety of opinions is 
likely to be forthcoming as to 
the value of the stamp plan 
either to stores or to consumers. 
Ir has been in-use in America 
for about 60 years. The current 
boom seemh to have started in 
Denver and to have spread to 
supermarkets, drugstores, gaso- 
line stations, greenhouses, lum- 
ber yards, and all sorts of other 
retailers until it is estimated 
that half the families in the 


‘United States are saving stamps_ 
fo exchange for electric appli- 


ances, kitchenware, athletic 
goods, cameras, and other prem- 
iums. 


The chief argument aroused: is 
or the question whether the cus- 
tomer drawn to a certain store 
“because they give stamps” is 
really getting something “free” 
for saving a bookful of the lit- 
tle colored squares or whether 
she is paying more for her gro- 
ceries and the premium than if 
she shopped around and bought 
them separately. 


The.theory of the stamp com- 
panies is that the “gifts” are a 
bonus to customers for paying 
cash -—- which is reasonable 
enough in this charge - account 


era — and that they are an ef- - 


fective promotional device for 
the storekeeper. On the latter 
point there has been little dis- 
rute of late. Many stores have 
found purchasers more attracted 
by stamps than by price cuts. 
but how long this effect will 
last may be problematical. 


A simple rule has been sug- 
gested which shoppers can read- 
ily apply for themselves.

Was His Last . 
When’ Tommy Gibbons and 
Gene Tunney squared off the 


‘might of June 6, 1925, in New 


York's sweltering Polo Grounds, 
the two gladiators ‘sced a crisis 
in their colorful Sesing careers. 


Gibbons, who ha4 been fight- 


ing since 1911, cra#led through 
the ropes for his 107th. profes- 
sional bout at 37, a married 


man with a large family and a ~ 


reputation of never having lost 
by a knockout. Tunney, ten 
years younger and aching for a 
erack at Jack Dempsey’s crown, 
needed a clear-cut victory over 
Gibbons to earn that title shot. 


The Police Gazette Ringsider 
at the Polo Ground that nigh 


+ wrote of the battle: 


“Tom fought a strictly defen- 
sive fight and a poorly-conduct- 
ed defensive one at that. Only 


. once — in the eighth round — 


did hé make any serious at- 
tempts to carry an offensive 
against the enemy. 

“In that round he lashed out 
in a belated desperate rally. 
When -he did let fly for Tun- 
ney'’s jaw, he connected solidly 
with both right and left swings 
and hooks. The punches really 
upset Gene’s composure for the 
moment, but they were not de- 
cisive blows, and furthermore, 
‘Gibbons made no attempts to 
follow up his momentary ad- 
vantage. 

“With these few exceptions, 
Gibbons was invariably short 


with his leads. It was seldom,’ 


in fact, that Gibbons essayed to 
come out of his shell and make 
a fight of it. Mostly he was on 
the defensive, perpetually danc- 
ing out of harm’s way. and 
keeping a blockade of gloves 
and elbows forever in front of 
his face and chin.” 


Then came the twelfth round 
and the Ringsider wrote: 

“Whether it was carelessness, 
or whether Tom was so arm- 
weary he couldn't raise his 
dukes, or whether he just ‘took 
one’ to get the agony over with, 
we cannot say. 

“But we do know that he 
offered a wide open target, for 
Tunney simply walked in close 
and swished a short right, half- 
arm hook to the map, and Gib- 
bons slumped slowly to the 
floor of the ring. 


“He didn't pitch forward as 
some of the boys do when an 
adversary nails them square on 
the button for a clean and total 
knockout. Nor did he flop back- 
wards, kicking. His ‘a simply 
fell to his side and he keeled 
ever sidewise, easily, almost de- 
liberately. 


“There was pandemonium 
around the sweltering arena 
when the crowd sensed what 
had happened. Gibbons down! 
First time ever knocked off his 
feet! Thousands of voices ech- 
eed and re-echoed in the mur- 
ky reaches of the giant bowl— 
bedlam crashed downwards from 
the upper tiers of the steel oval. 

“Gibbons slumped down on 
hands and knees. He lay prop- 
ped up on one elbow in the 
oak of the ‘Dying Gladiator.’ 

ney backed away into his 
own corner whilst the count 
eeded to seven, whereupon 

m scrambled to his feet and 
with trembling legs spread 
wide apart, tottered backwards 
towards his one angle of the 
ring, only to have Tunney, now 
ecerting victory by the knock- 
@ut route, pounce upon him 
mercilessly. 

“Tom was badly muddled. 
There was no semblance now of 
the vaunted Gibbons defense. 
Tom was wide open, wobbling, 
pitiful in his helplessness as 
with head bent forward, knees 
and torso shaking like a poplar 
fn a hurricane, he awaited the 
final blow. 

“With the impact of the sec- 
end short and jarring sock to 
the point of the chin, Gibbons 
alid again to the floor, He 
wasn't put to sleep. He wasn't 
*euckoo’ as the boys say. He 
was just a badly beaten, sadly 
muddled, middle-aged shell of 
a fighter who had carried the 
pitcher once too often to the 
well, and in addition, gone out 
ef his class. 


“Gibbons tried to get up, 


- tottered to his feet just at the 


gount of ten. But Dick Nugen 
ef Buffalo, the referee, saw that 
Tom had enough. He waved «@ 
hand and the fight was officially 
ever. 

For Tom Gibbons, that hot 
might at the Polo Grounds 
marked the end of the trail. He 
quit the ring, returned to his 
mative St. Paul and his family.

When The Hunting Season Starts. 


October dawned bright and 
clear in these parts, although it 
looked just like the last of sep- 
tember, and at first I didn’t par- 
ticularly notice the chance.

I looked beyond the bird dog’s 
motionless shoulder, and saw her 
master stealthily coming my way, 
fowling piece at the ready. He 
was clearly shortsighted, and 
was peering eagerly. I could see 
he didn’t want to blast away 
until he might see something 
move and he could locate the av- 
erage direction. 


I called a cheery greeting to 
him, and momentarily he show- 
ed that he was surprised to hear 
a partridge speaking English. 
But he quickly recovered and 
said it was a lovely day, an ob- 
servation with which I concurr- 
ed, and said he was out to do a 
little hunting. 


The dog remained at a sharp 
point, igndéring even Prince and, 
ass this now seemed an absurd 
project to pursue, the gentle- 
man on the other end of the gun 
pulled out a little whistle which 
he blew lustily, but being one of 
those whistles only a dog can 
hear it didn’t make any noise.

Thus I realized it was now Oc- 
tober, and our sylvan acres would 
be populated daily by gentle- 
men wh: expected a farmer to 
leap up and fly away if he is 
pointed. I suggested to this 
gentleman that his best, chance 
would be down along the east 
line, starting at the big pine and 
workin, through the swamp. I 
never knew any birds to be in 
there, and the growth is too 
thick, to swing a gun if any 
should appear, but it is a fine 
place to test new boots to see if 
they leak. I always send hunters 
in there and they thank me. 
(Last year only four times did 
we have to form a posse and go 
in after lost hunters, but twice 
it was for the same man.) 


This gentleman thanked me, 
stumbled over my shovel, con- 
sulted his compass, and took off 
with the dog stopping every ten 
feet to point. After he was gone 
I went up to the house and dug 
cut my red cap, and for a month 
I shall sing songs, loudly, at.my 
work.

Our Manpower 
At Low Ebb 


Strength of Canada’s armed 
forces has fallen sto its. lowest 
figure in two years. 


A Defence ee tsa 
man said the streng of the 
fotces at the end of July—latest 
figure available — was 115,982. 
The breakdown: Navy, 18,824; 
Army, 47,397; R.C.A.F., 49.761. 


Toward the close of 1954, -ser- 
vice manpower stood at about 
117,000. In March of the same 
year it was 112,500. 


The manpower ceiling set for 
the armed forces is 120,000 — 
20,000 for the navy, 49,000 for 
the army and 51,00 for the air 
force. At the end of March last 
year, total strength stood at 118,- 
077, the highest figure reached 
since the defence buildup started 
with outbreak of the Korean War 
in 1950. 


An army official said the army 
dis trying hard to recruit men, 
especially in the infantry, but is 
having trouble. 
recruiting always appears to be 
slower in summer than in win- 
ter and particularly in prosper- 
ous times. ; 


The shortage of army man- 
power is shown in the strength 
of the Regiment of Canadian 
Guards. The regiment has four 
battalions which normally would 
have a strength of about 900 men 
each. But not one of the batta- 
lions has more than 500 men. 


The 1956-57 white paper on 
defence, issued by the govern- 
ment earlier this year, said: 
“Provision has been made for 
some increase in strength in the 
navy and air force.” 


But the figures show the 
strength is decreasing rather 
than increasing though some im- 
provement may be made this 
comin ter. The R.C.A.F. par- 
ticularly needS sore men be- 
cause the number of home de- 
fence CF-100 night-fighter squa- 
drons will be increased from 
nine to 12. 

The air force hopes to pick up 
@t least some men for these new 
squadrons when the N.A.T.O. 
Aircrew Training Scheme in Ca- 
nada is reduced, This process 
will begin in about 15 months.

1. Why should I wear a poppy? 
When you wear a poppy or display 
wreath you honour the war dead and 
you help the living. 

2. How do I help the living? i 
~-Your contributions provide quick 
help for needy veterans and their 
dependents. 

3. Just what does this help consist 

of? 
-~Any veteran may appeal to the 
_ fund for emergency aid, such as food, 
shelter or medical expenses. There 
are also bursaries for their children's 
education in deserving and needy 
CARES. 

4. Doesn't the government provide 
_ pensions for veterans? 
 —¥es. In fact y veterans do get 
_ pensions. But many others, although 

handicapped, do not. However, no 
pension can provide for eventualities 
such as fire, a long illness on the part 
of the breadwinner or other medical 

expenses. 

5. Does any veteran or dependant 
get poppy fund help? 

— Yes. In fact 75 percent of all cases 

involve veterans behonl are not Legion 
members. 

6. Does all the money raised through 
the sale of poppies and wreaths go 
into veterans welfare? 

Most of it does. However, expenses 
g@uch as poppies and other supplies 
naturally would be deducted. 

7. Are campaign expenses high?

What Happened To The $64,000 Winners? 


What happens to the men and 
women who found $64,000 at the 
end of the TV rainbow? Did the 
money change their lives? Did 
the heavy wine of fame go to 
their heads? What happened to 
the dough? 

To ansWer these questions. the 
Police Gazette sent its TV re- 
porter to interview the winners 
‘of the $64,000 prize. Here are 
their stories: 


Billy Pearson 

The little jockey with the big 
grin not only amazed forty mil- 
lion TV viewers with his incred- 
ible knowledge of fine art, but 
also shocked his riding buddies. 

Jockey Teddy Atkinson —who 

ides himself as an authority on 

terature—and Eddie Arcaro bet 
Billy $100 each that he would be 
out of the dough on the first 
questions. They figured that 
Pearson wouldn't know a Picas- 
so from a nag. é 

“I took 'em up on it — and 
won,” said Billy: ‘I've been a 
gambling guy all my life. I lost 
‘my £40,000 home in Pasadena, 
Calif, at a chemin de fer table 
last summer. so gambling with 
those $64,000 questions on art 
didn't mean a thing.” 

Actually, 
the big thing to Pearson ~— not 
that he didn't need it — but be- 
ing.a celebrity meant even more. 

“Fame is nice,” said Billy. “A 

person who says he doesn’t want 
fame has got to be from left- 
field, because it’s natural to want 
to be known and liked. What 
gives me the biggest knick is 
when cab drivers and barienders 
recognize me. And the letters 
that pour in! In one day I got 
more than 2,000 from all over 
the country.” 
Always a fast spender, Pear- 
won used $12,000 of his prize 
money for an Italian Karman- 
Ghia sports car. That was half 
the total, for after taxes Billy 
bad only $24,000 left. 

Then he bought gold cigaret 
lighters for the entire staff of 
the “$64,000 Question” show. 

“He left the lighters and didn’t 
even wait for ‘thanks’,” said a 
technician. “That's the kind of 
guy he is, generous to a fault. He 
has a real zest for living.” 

As a result of his appearance 
on millions of screens, Billy was 
picked for a role if‘ the movie 
“Typee” .and will appear with 
Gregory Peck. Director John 
Huston thinks Pearson has all it 
takes to become an outstanding 
actor. 

“I'm not against that kind of 
a career,” said Billy. “There's 
money in it. But I ain’t guing to 
satay off the nags.” 

He's also writing his autobi- 
Ography with the noted author, 
Stephen Longstreet, and Holly- 
wood may buy it for a movie 
even before it's published. 

Fortune has, indeed, smiled on 
the little jockey. For a guy who 
never finished the seventh grade 
and is only 35, he has a long fu- 
ture ahead of him.

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The very simplicity of baking 
powder biscuits makes them re- 
flect small differences in propor- 
tions and technic. So measure 
carefully and cultivate a quick, 
light touch if you would be a 
good biscuit-maker. 


Best biscuits are made from 
dough that is soft, light, and 
springy, but not sticky. So it is 
important to use the right 
amount of liquid. This may be 
more or less than is specified, 
depending upon the flour used. 
By practicing a few times with 
one brand of flour, it is possible 
to learn the exact amount need- 
ed. 


In laboratory studies when bis- 
euits of uniform thickness and 
size are required, the dough is 
often rolled out in a wooden 
hoop, % inch deep. This is not 
important for home biscuits. But 
the dough should be 
evenly and biscuits cut with a 
straight—not a twisting—motion. 

It takes a hot oven to raise and 
make. biscuits quickly. Serve 
fresh and hot. You may prefer 
to bake a few at a time on an 
Oven-glass plate to bring right 
to the table.

The following are the key- 
steps leading to success: 

1. Cut shortening lightly into 
the flour mixture It’s easy to do 
with a wire pastry ‘acntel. but 
two knives can be used. Hold a 
knife in each hand and cut 
“crisseross.” Shortening should 
be cut—not niakhed—until divi- 
ded into tiny pieces and ftiiierture 
looks granular like coarse meal. 

2. Add half the liquid, pouring 
it into a little well in the flour, 
and start mixing at once. Try to 
avoid splashing. Then add re- 
maining liquid gradually, just 
until the dough is stiff enough to 
follow around the bowl. 

3. Knead lightly—-and not too 
long. This develops the fine tex- 
ture and elasticity that makes 
biscuits flaky and high. Have the 
board and the fingers dusted 
lightly with flour. To knead, lift 
the dough with finger tips and 
fold it over lightly; then press 
down quickly with the heel of 
the hand. That’s a kneading 
turn. 

4. Pat or roll 1% Inch thick. 
Avoid pressing heavily. Use light 
strokes to keep the dough 
springy. Then cut with a cutter 
dipped in flour.

‘Covered Wagons’ 
In The Antarctic 


The covered wagons are roll-. 


ing again! This time their route 
will be through Penguin Terri- 
tory and not “Injun” Territory. 
Moreover, we are happy to re- 
port that the penguins concerned 
are known to be perfectly peace- 
ful. 

The wagons will be the very 
latest models, tracked vehicles 
capable of crossing the rugged 
terrain and also the flimsy snow 
bridges which span great bot- 
tomless crevasses in the ice 
sheet which caps Antarctica, the 
polar continent where the new 
“covered wagon trail’ awaits 
the new pioneers. 


Our authority on what these 
daring men can expect to face, 
in a journey of nearly 2,000 miles 
over the bleakest and coldest re- 
gion on earth, is Sir Edmund 
Hillary, who recently * outlined 
plans of the New Zealand Ant- 
arctic Expedition he will lead 
soon into the Far South. 


The proposed “first ever” dash 
across the vast, icebound, bliz- 
zard-swept Antarctic continent, 
via the South Pole, which a 15- 
man team of explorers plan to 
make next year, will be the high 
spot inthe long chain of dis- 
covery since that day in the long 
ago when men first glimpsed the 
southernmost continent looming 
out of the polar mists, The 
“dash,” incidentally, will take 
four months or more. 

The 15-man team will include 
11 Britishers, two New Zealand- 
ers, one South African, and one 
Australian. One of the New 
Zealanders Will be George Lowe, 
who was a member of the team 
that supported Sir. Edmund and 
Sherpa Tensing in their joint 
conquest of Mt. Everest in 1953. 

“You may well ask,” said Sir 
Edmund, “why bother to go to 
all the trouble to do the (trans- 
continental) job on the ground? 
Why not just fly across? Well, 
aircraft can bring back useful 
information and photographs by 
flying over a terrain but they 
cannot map it accurately. They 
cannot carry out a. geological 
survey, or test the depth of the 
ice, or do other very useful scien- 
tific work. This must be done 
on the ground. 

“Apart from actual participa- 
tion in the trans-Antarctic cross- 
ing, New Zealand has been given 
the main supporting role to the 
15-man expedition. It is our 
task to establish Scott Base in 
McMurdo Sound and then to lay 
our depots of food and fuel for 
about 400 miles through unex- 
plored country towards the Pole. 


“The crossing party (coming 
from Shackleton Base on the 
Weddell Sea) will be depending 
on these supplies and we will 
be there to meet the men and 
bring them safely back through — 
our long supply lines.” 

Sir Edmund’s group will have 
other work to do, “Our route,” 
he said, “has been deliberately 
chosen to pass through extensive 
and unexplored mountain coun- 
try. We intend to survey and 
map this country and to carry 
out a geological examination. 
And at Scott Base our scientists 
will be carrying out an extensive 
series of observations and ex- 
periments in connection with the 
International Geophysical Year.” 


As Sir Edmund explained, this 
New Zealand expedition is the 
first this young South Pacific 
democracy has organized, fi- 
nanced, and manned in the 50 
or 60 years since the country 
became the traditional jumping- 
off place for the great historic 
expeditions, including those of 
Scott, Shackleton, and Byrd, 
heading into the Far South. 

Three new Zealanders went 
South with Rear-Admiral Byrd's 
current “Operation Deep Freeze” 
and were given what Sir Ed- 
mund described as “magnificent 
assistance” by the Americans. 
The New Zealanders explored 
sites for Scott Base and pushed 
up the Ferrar Glacier to the 
point where it begins to fall from 
the Polar Plateau. 

This New Zealand party, in its 
long exploratory trek, found the _ 
base hut established by Captaim 
Robert F. Scott in the 1901-04 
expedition. The hut was in al- 
most perfect condition. There 
were no signs of rotting and 
though there were a few win- 
dows blown in and the chimney 
‘was down, minor work would 


\have brought it into first-class 


condition. : 

“We'll be by no means alone 
in M¢eMurdo Sound,” said Sir Ed- 
mund. “Only 20 miles away will 
be a large American base, and 
although 20 miles in the dark of 
the long Antarctic night across 
the bay ice is a long way, yet [ 
have no doubt that we will get, 
together somehow. i 

“The old cooperation between 
Admiral Byrd and New Zealand 
is in full swing again,” he said. 
“New Zealand is serving ar host 
to the Byrd ships and aircraft 
and in return we are being af- 
forded great assistance with the 
biggést bugbear of Antarctic 


travel — shipping: space down 
to the ice.”

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“Tip-Off’’ Catches 
Most ‘Smugglers 


Foaming breakers and shingle 
turned red as the gang of des- 
perate smugglers fought hand- 
to-hand with a large force of 
Customs officers who had “sur- 
prised them as they beached their 
boats. Cutlasses flashed, guns 
roared, men swore and scream- 
ed in the struggle which endéd 
with the Customs force being 
nearly cut to pieces. 


That was the bloody “Battle 
of Brookland” which took place 
near Dungeness nearly a century 
ago. It was the worst Customs 
defeat of all time, by the tough 
and notorious band of smugglers 
known as the Aldington Gang. 

To-day, most of the violence 
has gone from smuggling. It is 
mainly a battle of wits. 


oe long ago an enormous 
cache of smuggled wrist-watches 
was detected in a secret compart- 
ment of a car on the Dover car- 
ferry. The vehicle was allowed 
te land in the normal manner, 
and was soon speeding towards 
London, the driver unaware that 
a fast car was hard on his tail. 

At Ashford, in Kent, the chase 


“was taken up by another car 


which followed the smuggler in- 
to Russell Square. Here the 
smugglers car was parked, lock- 
ed, and left. An hour later the 
driver returned with another 
man, who afterwards proved to 
be an important member of. the 
“ring.” They walked straight 
into the arms of hefty Customs 
officers, and not only lost 2,000 
valuable watches but a. year or 
two of their liberty as well. 


An equally. successful capture 
occurred three years ago. A car 
known to be carrying a large 
consignment of smuggled watch- 
es was allowed to land at a 
Channel] port. The driver, how- 
ever, had been tipped off that 
the Customs men were after him. 
He drove the car to London as 
hard as he eould, locked it in a 
#arage, and vanished. 


Because of the value of, the 
smuggled watches the revenue 
men knew that the smuggler 
would return. They kept watch 
on the garage in relays. 

It was a bitterly cold Febru- 
ary, and after a week of cat-and- 
mouse vigilance the shivering 
Customs men were rewarded. 
Two men came to the garage 
and unlocked the doors. About 
to drive away they suddenly 
found themselves surrounded by 
men in plain clothes. Again the 
principal smuggler was caught 
and several thousand wrist- 
watches confiscated. 

Far more’in the tradition of 
that queen of all smuggling ves- 
sels, the notorious Good Intent, 
a schooner which worked the 
coasts in the nineteenth century. 
is the story of the auxiliary 
yacht Dawn Approach. 

This vessel had been engaged 
in smuggling cigarettes and to- 
bacco along the coasts of Spain, 
Italy, and France, becoming so 
well-known at last that her own- 


ers decided to change their 
scene of operations. 
Loaded with contraband

cause of their ease of handling, 
Dawn Approach left Tangier and 
appeared early one morning off 
Anglesey. A dinghy was lower- 
ed, and a man wearing a life- 
belt stuffed with 13,000 watches 
was landed and picked up by a 
tast car. A tip-off set a revertlue 
car on their tail. 

A thrilling chase began. The 
smugglers, soon aware that they 
were being pursued, put on 
speed, eventually losing.the Cus- 
toms men in the twisting streets 
of Shrewsbury. The Customs 
men picked up the speeding car 
at Luton and followed it to the 
Strand, London, where it was 


“stopped and a man named Lam- 


pert was arrested. He was sen- 
tenced to four years’ imprison- 
ment, but refused to “squeal” on 
his accomplices, . 


In the meantime, the crew of 
Dawn Approach, aware that 
things had gone wrong, sailed 
full speed from Anglesey to a 
hide-out ina little bay on the 
coast of Ireland, where they re- 
n.ained for ten days in the hope 
that things would blow over. 
They underestimated the tenac- 
ity of the Customs, however, for 


‘when Dawn/Approach sailed in- 
to Liverpool shé was immediate- , 


ly boarded and seized. e 

Possibly. the ~most.~ brazen 
_smuggler of all time was an ex- 
"R.N.V.R. officer who, in April, 
1947, purchased a _ fast motor 
launch from the Ministry of Sup- 
ply. Appearing boldly in Cher- 
bourg with the White Ensign 
flying, and dressed as a naval 
lieutenant, he went to a large 
wine and spirit store and inform- 
ed the manager nonchalantly 
that he represented the skipper 
of H.M.S. Vanguard. He said he 
had been ordered to purchase 
brandy and other spirits for the 
officerg. of that vessel for the 
forthcoming voyage of His Maj- 
esty King George Sixth. 

That night, with over 100 cases 
of liquor aboard, the M.L. left 
Cherbourg and made rendezvous 
with a landing craft in mid- 
Channel, where the cargo of 
liquor was transferred. On April 
13th, an unlucky day for bold 
smugglers, the landing craft put 
in at the Bay of Arne, in Dorset. 
Running up on the beach the 
L.C. let down her ramp, and the 
‘cases of spirits were sana put 
into a lorry. 


The lorry with a ‘driver and 
three smugglers started off in- 
land, only to run into an ambush 
of about twenty Customs men, 
who had been informed about the 
landing. : 

A lively struggle followed, 
One smuggler who tried to run 
vas brought down by a daring 
flying tackle. Another drew a 
revolver, fortunately unloaded. 

Captured smugglers requently 
ask their captors “How did you

God's Command to Teach 
Deuteronomy 6:1-9, 20-25 


Memory Selection: These words, 
which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thine heart: and thew 
shalt teach them diligently ante 
thy children! Deuteronomy 676-7. 


When we think of the law 
given by God through Moses we 
think first of the Ten Command- 
ments, Sometimes we contrast 
this with the great command- 
ment Jesus gave. (Matthew 22 
36-40.) However, notice that im 
today’s lesson from the Old Tea~- 
tament we read, “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with afl 
thine heart, and with all 
soul, and with all thy might’ 
The second part, “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself,” 
is found in Leviticus 19:18. Jesus 
took these two passages from the 
Old Testament, and declared that 
“On these two commandmenta 
hang all the law and the pro- 
phets.” 

Moses in his last address’to the 
Children of Israel emphasized 
the need of teaching God's com- 
mandments and statutes to tha 
children, Childhood is the moat 
important time for receiving re- 
ligious instruction. A person re- 
members best what he learns in 
childhood. When he is old the 
events of the previous week may 
be forgotten while the memories 
of childhood are vivid. It is alsa 
important to receive this in- 
struction in childhood becausa 
God’s Word is a lamp to the feet 
and a light to the path. (Psalma 
119:105.) We need it to live by. 
Without it our childhood and 
youth will prove an unsuitable 
foundation for the making of a 
successful life. 


Parents are urged to talk ol 
God's Word, “When thou sit- 
test in thine house..and when 
thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up.” We fear that 
many are failing to do this. How 
few families take even ten min- 
utes a day to read God's Word 
together and pray. We spend far 
riore time before the television 
than we do in meditation and 
discussion. of God’s Word. Twa 
condemned murderers who died 
in Utah, May 11, said in a final 
statement, “Religious training 
‘would have pointed us in the 
right direction, but we were not 
taken to Sunday School or 
church services.” They came 
from broken homes.

Shortly before Lt.-Col. Geof- 


frey Keyes, V.C., was killed in 


_the daring raid on Rommel’s 


North African H.Q. he received 
a letter from the girl he hoped 
to marry, saying she was getting 
engaged to someone they both 
knew well. : 

‘The letter, delayed for weeks, 
was a numbing shock, his sister, 
Elizabeth Keyes, says in a vivid 
biography, “Geoffrey Keyes, 
V.C." There had never been an 
@ngagement, only an under~ 
standing that each would tell 
the other should they find some- 
one they loved better. 


He had always told her of his | 


overwhelming ambition. Nor- 
mally, it would have taken 
seventeen years to become a 
battalion commander. He had 
no intention of marrying until 
then, and could never ask her 
to wait. But now, having been 
Acting Lieut.- Colonel for five 
months, his hopes had _ risen. 
She shared his love of sailing, 
though not of horses and ski- 
ing. From their first meeting 
they had been great friends. 
On reflection, he realized that 
the man of her choice was the 
right one for her, and after 


rallying from the shock, wrote. 


wishing them every possible 
happiness when he was already 
embarked with half his men in 
the submarine Torbay, two days 
out from Alexandria In Novem- 
ber, 1941. 

“I chose my future and told 
you frankly at the time, and I 
weem to be achieving it,” he 
wrote. “One cannot have every- 
thing in life. I have got my 
wish, and you have your happi- 
mess... 1 am writing this now 
as I am on my way to do more 
dirty work at the Crossroads.

A postscript said: “I will in- 
aist on being Best Man if I am 
home in time!” The letter was 
to be destroyed, should he re- 
turn safely. 

Was that initial disappoint- 
ment in view of subsequent 
events an omen? Bad weather 
severely hampered the secret 
landing on the North African 
eodast. 

It was, a bitterly cold night, 
with a heavy swell. A sea came 


aboard Torbay, washing several 


rubber dinghies and one man 
overboard. Lieut. Tommy Lang- 
ton and Able Seaman James 
Vine spent six hours swimming 
about collecting the dinghies, 
diving in some fifty times to 
bring. them back and help men 
up again.

Keyes led the assault on the 
house, with Campbell, Sergeant 
Terry, Drori, Bombardier Bro- 
die, and Lance-Corporal Coulth- 
read, his batman; all that could 
be spared when the men for 
other covering jobs had been de- 
tailed off. Mounting the front 
steps, he knocked on the door 
with his revolver, demanding in 
German to be let in. 

It was opened by a German 
in steel helmet and overcoat. 
Keyes at once closed with him. 
There was a tough struggle be- 
tween two inner. glass doors. 
Campbell shot the German. They 
advanced into a large hall with 
doors opening off it, and in a 
room behind one found about 
ten Germans in steel helmets, 
some sitting, some _ standing. 
Campbell threw in a grenade, 
Terry gave them a Tommy-gun 
burst. 

“Well done,” said Keyes, but 
before he could shut the door the 
Germans fired. A bullet struck 
him just over the heart. He fell 
unconscious, and was dead by 
the time he could’ be carried out- 
side. 

For the rest of the tense drama 
of that fateful night, the survi- 
vors’ trek back. to the coast 
through drenching rain and mist, 
this engrossing book must be~ 
read. It was a heroic raid, ham- 
pered from the start; and the 
irony was that, even had it been 
carried out completely as 
planned, Rommel was not at his 
H.Q. that night.

You may search in vain for 
the date in your history book, 
but the modern. “sweater” age 
started on a Crimean battlefield 
little more than 100 years ago. 

It was Lord Cardigan who is- 
sued British soldiers a woolen 
garment for wear under their 
uniforms in 1854. The English 
peer, seeking to protect his men 
from the Crimean winter, thus 
determined the pattern of the 
Scottish knitwear industry for a 
century. 

When women began to see the 
possibilities of the “cardigan” as 
an alternative to the starched 
blouse, Scottish knitting ma- 
chines could scarce keep pace 
with the demand. 

When Canadians and Ameri- 
cans fell in love with cashmere 
the “cardigan” became a “sweat-

er “~~ 

The gray stone town of Ha. 
wick (pronounced Hoyk) in the 
Scott border country was way 


ahead in the race for cardigan 
production. -By 1900, knitwear 
from. the mills in Hawick was al- 
ready finding favour in North 
American markets. 

Today there are 26 knitwear 
firms in gaunt stone mills in the 
foothills of the Cheviots. and 
along the banks of the dashing 
Teviot river which flows through 
the town. 

On a recent visit to Braemar's 
mills I found the well-lighted, 
gay modern workrooms in strong 


contrast to the rugged thick stone 
outer walls of the 19th century

The curly heads of Scottish 
lasses bent over the bright 
shades of new season's cash- 


meres as. they put in handwork 
which wins world fame for these 
garments. 

Theirs are the skilled fingers 
which have won tributes from 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
for their record-breaking share 
in Britain’s exports. Sixty-two 
per cent of the town’s products 
It has been 
estimated that each of Hawick’'s 
4,000 workers in the knitwear 


industry earns nearly © £900 
($2,500) a year in foreign cur- 
rency. 


Women’s devotion to the cash- 
mere sweater is tO a large ex- 
tent repsonsible for Hawick’s 
export record.. From Braemar's 
director, B. Taylor Wilson, I 
learned of the adventures of. the 
raw material which is made up 
into these garments. 

The curiaus soft fleece is hand 
picked from the producer, the 
sure-footed mountain goat of the 
Himalayan mountains. While 
the goatherd combs away the 
soft fleecy undercoat, the wom- 
enfolk collect the wisps of down 
which the goat has left in rub- 
bing’ against the jagged scrub. 

The raw cashmere is brought 
overland in camel caravans 
which traverse the mountain 
roads as they did in the days 
before Marco Polo explored the 
Great Silk Road in the 13th cen- 
tury. It may take a year for 
the raw material to complete the 
inland journey. 

In the Braemar mills, I saw 
automatic machines knitting the 
parts of eight sweaters at once. 
Though the actual knitting is 
done on power machines, the fin- 
ishing is a hand process. 

There is no formula for the 
most skilled process in the mak- 
ing of a cashmere sweater. This 
is the milling, or washing out of 
the oil before drying and final 
pressing. 

Two rustic cottages in Den- 
holm, “the sort of cottage one 
would like to live in,” a former 
clergy house at Newcastleton, 
the Duns Town Hall! in Berwick- 
shire, and a jute factory at the 
fishing village of Arbroath, these 
have all been taken over for 
amaller factories. At Arbroath 
the fisher girls are trained in 
Hawick skills by time and mo- 
tion studies. 

And when finally inspected, 
pressed and packed in cello- 
phane, most cashmere sweaters 
start off on journeys to the New 
World.

Hearing Stars 
By Telescope 


Secrets of outer space will 
be probed this autumn with a 
wonderful new $300,000 radio- 
telescope -- the largest in the 
‘world — which has been érect- 
ed on a remote hillside in New 
England. 


This radio “ear” has a sixty- 
foot antenna, a huge precision- 
made aluminum bowl weighing 
#,000 Ibs., centred on a conical 
pier set in a concrete founda- 
tion twelve feet de 


The telescope is p oe for 
listening ‘to the faint crackling 
of radio signals sent back by 
the cosmic gases of outer space. 
By studying these signals, the 
astronomers will be able to 
trace features of the universe 
that are hidden from ordinary 
telescopes which work with 
visible light. 

The new telescope is control- 
led by motors that car turn and 
tilt it to face any part of the 
sky and that can drive it to 
keep pace with the stars. As- 
tronomers are already calling 
it “a new window on the uni- 
verse.” 


They believe it will enable 


them to study hitherto un-

Only One Swam Channel In 1956 


everett NT 


So the English Channel swim- 
ming season which got off to a 
record start and engrossed a 
record rumber of challengers 
finally fizzled out a flop. Only 
one man was successful, the 
lowest tally in ten years. 

Even the commercially spon- 
sored annual race drawing some 
of the worlds greatest long dis- 
tance swimmers was a failure. 
Only ten of the 22 originally 
entered actually started from 


{ the French coast. None managed 


to get across. California’s Eng- 
lish born Thomas Park who fin- 
ished second in the 1955, race 
and who was in the water 10 
hours and 20 minutes got near- 
est to the English coast to with- 
in five miles of it. He received 
£250 an amount which the 
promoter also gave to Ireland's 
Jack McClelland and New Zeal- 
and’s Diana Cleverley for what 
were considered equally meri- 
torious performances. 

Exactly one month after that 
race McClelland was among 
those who challenged again pri- 
vately. This time the 32-year- 
old Belfast engineering 
draughtsman was in the water 
only 214 hours before withdraw- 
ing on account of severe jelly- 
fish stings. On the same tide 4 
16-year-old local Dover lad, 
James Granger, set off to make 
history as the youngest-ever 
conqueror of this unpredictable 
strip of sea water, 21 miles wide 
at its narrowest neck, Granger 
gave up after 8 hrs. 25 min., 


having cdered approximately 
12 miles. 
The solitary successful chal- 


lenger among the 40 who pre- 
pared was 31-year-old Jacques 
Amyot, of Quebec. The French 
Canadian completed the France 
to England route in 13 hrs. in a 
calm but cold sea, Temiperature 
of the water when Amyot waded 
through the rocks beneath 
Dover's famous chalk cliffs’ was 
68 degrees fahrenheit, some .two 
or three below. normal for mid- 
July. But it was the earliest 
ever success in 81 years of chan- 
nel swimming history. July 17 
was the actual date with the 
previous earliest, and still the 
first for a woman, being Can- 
ada’s champion Marilyn Bell on 
July 31, 1955. 


This record early start her- 
alded what was thought likely 
to prove an exceptionally good 
channel swimming season. In- 
stead it proved exceptionally 
bad. The coldest June for 25 
years was followed by the dull- 
est and dampest July and Au- 
gust of this century. Seasoned 
channel campaigners described 
it as the worst swimming sea- 
son within their memory and a 
bitter disappointment to the 
aspirants who came from more 
than two dozen countries. Some 
of them after more than six 
weeks patient vigil for suitable 
tide and wind had to leave with- 
ovt even trying on account of 
funds having run out. 


Counting both routes the 
channel has now been swum 92 
times. You will not find this 
total in the recently published 
Channel Swimming Associa- 
tion's booklet. The explanation 
for this is that many swimmers 
known to have been successful 
have not bothered to claim the 
CSA certificate and therefore 
cannot be “recognized” by that 
equitable body created by a 
band of long distance swimming 
enthusiasts with Lieut. General 
Lord Freyberg as their presi- 
dent. The former Governor- 
General ©{ New Zealand and 
holder of the Victoria Cross 
made several noteworthy  at- 
tempts to swim the channel in 
the early 1920's. 

Objects of the CSA are “to 
investigate the claims of per- 
sons to have swum the English 
Channel and to assist with in- 
formation and advice those in- 
tending to make attempts.” Its 
honorary secretary is a Folke- 
stone police inspector, 
Floydd, who says that for @ 


\ . 
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swim to be officially recognized 
the aspirant must “walk into the 
sea from the shore of departure 
and swim across the Channel 
until his (or her) feet actually 
touch the shore on the opposite 
coast.” Such a ruling summar- 
ily disposes of doubtful claims 
by characters who disappear 
from one coast at night and bob 
up the next morning on the 
other side accompanied by a 
motor launch. 

Except to a record breaker, 
swimming the Channel has lit- 
tle commercial value these days. 
The majority of aspirants are 
characters who swim long dis- 
tanees for the sheer satisfaction 
it gives tlem and the urge to 
pit their strength and_ skill 
against the hazards of. a very 
historic strip of sea water. In 
some cases funds are subscribed 
to enable a local lad or lass to 
make good but nearly all are 
self-sponsored and will pay out 
of pocket from $200 upward for 
the privilege. 

The minimum amount that 
can be spent on an attempt is 
made up of $150 for fhe hire of 
accompanying boat and pilot; 
$45 for the boat during train- 
ing swims; and $15 for special 
food, chart and covering gréase. 
If the aspirant desires the pres- 
ence of a CSA official an addi- 
tional six guineas must be add- 
ed. Only very occasionally do 
swimmers succeed at their first 
attemtps and only a few at their 
second. So it can be reckoned 
that it costs these Channel chal- 
lengers on average around $600. 
for the satisfaction of doing 
something the fiard. way in 10 
hours Or more which they could 
do 40.times over the easy way, 
by. plane, in something. like 10 
minutes or less. 


Fifty Years Of

In the circus manager's office, 
however, she learned that there 
were no vacancies for horse- 
divers, but the manager offer- 
ed t» train her as a flame-diver. 
Ella literally dived at the 
chance! 

Though most people think it 
#® wonder that she has lived to 
be a grandmother. Ella scoffs at 
the risks. She has‘ been in hos- 
pital several times for injuries 
sustained when hitting the wa- 
ter at the wrong anglk. Only 
Jast year she bumped the side 
of the tank and was dragged 
from the water unconscious. 

Once she hit the bottom of 
the canvas and metal tank — 
and escaped death only by 
twisting her body in the water 
to absorb the shock of the im- 
pact. And in her fifty years of 
flame-diving she has never once 
been burned!
